Taking cognizance of the facts pointed out by the 
Auditor in its Audit report for the year 2005-06 , the 
above- cited Managing Committee Members were 
issued with a Show Cause Notice of even number dated 
8th December, 2006 under Section 78 of the Maharashtra 
Co -op . Societies Act, 1960 as applied to the State of 
Goa (hereinafter referred to as " Said Act" ) read with 
sub -rule 2 of Rule 61 of Co -operative Societies Rules, 
1962 (hereinafter referred to as " said Rules" ) inter 
alia for purchasing a Eicher truck without approval 
of the authorities. And also availing loan from ICICI 
Bank in violation of the provision of section 70 of 
the said Act. 


7. Application dated 13-03-2007, filed by 

Shri Devu S. Naik and 03 other managing 
committee . 
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All the concerned were given equal opportunity 
of being heard personally . The first hearing in the 
matter was held on 14-1-2007 and subsequently 
hearings on 7 occasions were held , last being held 
on 21-06-07. The concerned persons were present 
either in person or through their respective Advocates 
for the personal hearing . 


stand to purchase Eicher vehicle , stating therein 
that the Managing Committee was interested in 
participating in a tender floated by M / s . Hindustan 
Petroleum Corporation Ltd., for transportation of LPG 
gas cylinders. One of the eligibility conditions for 
the said tender was that the tenderer should own a 
vehicle , which would be fit for transportation of gas 
cylinder. Since the society did not have a spare vehicle 
for transportation , the Managing Committee obtained a 
quotation for a Tata Truck and booked the same by 
making a deposit of Rs. 10,000 / -. Since Tata vehicle 
booked by the society was not ready for delivery 
and the vehicle would not have been fit for 
transportation before the stipulated time, they opted 
for Eicher vehicle . 


During the course of hearing Shri Hanuman Y. Vasta 
and four other managing committee members filed 
their joint reply dated 13-03-07, referred to at serial 
No. 6. So also S /Shri Bablo G.Naik , Anil K. Kamat Maad , 
Devu Naik and Smt. Sulbha K. Sawant filed their 
respective replies referred to at serial Nos. 2 , 3 , 4 and 5 
above . Subsequently Shri Devu Naik and 3 other 
Managing Committee members filed an application 
dated 13-03-07 , referred to at Sr. No. 7 before the Registrar 
of Co - op . Societies pointing out therein various 
irregularities committed by the Chairman and four 
other Managing Committee Members , which has 
resulted in sustaining losses to the society . 


Shri Hanuman Y. Vasta and four others also filed 
an application dated 14-7-07 referred to at Sr. No. 10 
above, in reply to the application dated 26-4-07 filed 
by Shri Devu Naik and others . Although the aforesaid 
application indicates the date “ 14-7-07 " , the same is 
not found to be in conformity with the corresponding 
month . Moreover, there is no application on record 
addressed to the Registrar of Co - op . Societies , by 
Shri Devu Naik and others , corresponding to the 
date mentioned therein , so as to consider the facts 
for verification . Therefore the application filed by 
Shri Hanuman Y. Vasta and four others have no 
relevance in this matter. 


This justification given by the above referred five 
managing committee members cannot be accepted 
on the grounds that the main objects of the society 
amongst others is to undertake consumer activities, 
to procure gas cylinder from M / s . Hindustan Petroleum 
and supply the same to the members and general 
consumers etc. However there is no specific provision 
in the Bye laws of the society to undertake 
transportation business . Thus, the society should have 
not made such a huge expenditure towards the 
purchase of vehicle by availing loan , merely to fulfill 
the eligibility condition to bid the tender floated by 
M / s . Hindustan Petroleum Corporation Ltd., and by 
anticipating that the said tender will be awarded to the 
society. By purchasing the vehicle and keeping it idle , 
the society has sustained losses on account of loan 
installment and interest thereon . Had the society 
judicially invested these funds , the losses caused on 
account of this investment could have been avoided . 


From the replies and counter replies filed by the 
two groups of the Managing Committee , prima-facie 
one can realize that there are two faction in the 
managing committee and no unity amongst 
themselves . This is not a very healthy practice as far 
as co -operative movement is concerned . All the 
managing committee members shall work hand in 
hand for the betterment of the society and the 
members in general. 


The five managing committee members have 
also clarified that the rate of interest charged by the 
Goa State Co - op . Bank Ltd., on vehicle loan was 
higher in comparison to that of by the ICICI bank 
and therefore , the management preferred to avail loan 
from the ICICI Bank . 


S /Shri Devu Naik , Bablo G.Naik , Anil K. Kamat Maad 
and Smt. Sulbha K. Sawant have accepted the 
charges levelled in the above referred showcause 
notice . However, they have refrained themselves from 
any responsibilities for the loss caused on account of 
the said vehicle purchased , for the fact that they 
have reported the matter to the Asstt. Registrar of 
Co -op . Societies, South Zone , Margao , vide their letter 
dated 07-06-2006 pointing out therein that the 
vehicle is purchased without following the required 
procedure and kept the vehicle idle without 
generating any income. Further they have agreed for 
appointment of an administrator to manage and 
safeguard the interest of the society. 


This clarification is not found to be very convincing . 
The management of the society could have negotiated 
with the Goa State Co -op . Bank Ltd., about the 
competitive rate of interest and if the Goa State 
Co -op . Bank Ltd., was not agreed for the same, the 
management should have approached the concern 
authorities asking for relaxation . Though , the fact 
referred to above can be accepted for being true , it is 
not found to be in accordance with the provisions 
of the said Act . As per Section 70 of the said Act, it is 
mandatory on the part of every society to have its 
financial transaction with the Goa State Co -operative 
Bank Ltd., for being an Apex institution . However, the 
Co -operative Societies may have financial transaction 
in any other mode mentioned therein with the prior 
approval of the Registrar. As such , it was the 
responsibility of the Managing Committee to comply 
with the said provision and obtain the approval of the 
Registrar before availing loan from the ICICI Bank . Thus 
the decision of the Society to take loan from ICICI 


Whereas , Shri Hanuman Y. Vasta and others , vide 
their reply referred to at Sr. No. 6 above, justified their 
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ORDER 


Bank without the approval of the Registrar is in 
violation to the provisions of said Act, hence cannot 
be accepted . 


In exercise of the powers vested in me under 
sub - section ( 1 ) of Section 78 of the Maharashtra 
Co -op . Societies Act, 1960 as in force in the State of 
Goa , read sub - rule ( 1 ) of Rule 61 of the Co -operative 
Societies Rules , 1962 , I, P. K. Patidar, Registrar of Co - op .

It can be seen from the record that, a rejoinder 
dated 15-05-07, referred to at serial No. 9 is filed by 
Shri Devu Naik and others to the reply dated 13-03-07 
and 26-04-07 filed by Shri Hanuman Y. Vasta and 
others , wherein it is cited that the Tata Vehicle was 
booked on 11-10-05 whereas , the tender Notice was 
published on 18-03-06 for transportation of LPG 
gas cylinder. If this fact is considered, then one 
can understand that the society has decided to 
purchase the vehicle much before the tender could 
be floated for transportation of LPG gas cylinders . 
Moreover, it is observed from the letter No. GOA / LPG / 
/RO / TPT dated 14-09-06 addressed to the society by 
Sr. Regional Manager, Hindustan Petroleum Corporation 
Limited that the agreement for transportation of LPG 
gas cylinders is valid for six and half months w.e.f. 
16-9-2006 . Incidentally, the “ Eicher ” vehicle was 
purchased on 22-3-2006 and actual transportation 
was commenced from 16-09-06 . This gives clear 
indication that the said vehicle was kept idle for almost 
six months without utilizing its services , thus 
causing loss to the society, which cannot be ruled out.

Credit Society Ltd., Curti , Ponda -Goa 
(hereinafter referred to as " said society " ) were served 
with a Show Cause Notice of even number dated 
08-05-2007 in terms of Section 78 of the Maharashtra

upon to submit their say in writing within 15 days 
from the date of issue of this Notice , as to why they 
should not be removed from the managing committee 
of the aforesaid society and an administrator or 
committee of administrator be appointed to manage 
the affairs of the Society .

She has stated that as per Bye laws of the 
Society and said Act, ultimate responsibilities in the 
matter of maintenance of proper and prescribed 
books of account and other registers are cast on 
the Secretary of the Society . 


Further she has stated that the affairs of the 
Society were carried out at the dictates of the 
Chairman and the Secretary , who were both in direct 
control and ultimate charge of Society and its day to 
day affairs . There was no fix responsibility or duty 
cast or allotment of work to any particular employee 
of the Society, to carry out any particular work . Oral 
instruction or a word sent by Chairman or the 
Secretary to carry out any particular work by the 
particular employee were rule of law in the Society . 


Accordingly, the first hearing in the matter was 
held on 28-05-2007, which was attended by Mr. Avdhut 
Kamat- Secretary and 03 managing committee members 
of the said society viz . Mr. Anil S. Naik , Mr. H. Gridhar 
Shinoy and Mr. V. K. Manohar. During the course of 
hearing Mr. Avdhut Kamat , stated that he has nothing 
to do with the affairs of the society. Mr. Anil S. Naik 
and Mr. H. Gridhar Shinoy submitted that they 
have nothing to say as far as last 3 years are concerned . 
They further submitted that the managing committee 
of the said society was defunct and only election 
to managing committee was conducted in the year 
1997. Though Mr. V. K. Manohar, was present he has 
not filed any reply in the matter. 


It is also stated that many times Chairman and 
Secretary issued cheque for encashment and the said 
employees used to directly hand over the cash to 
either the chairman or the secretary and no proper 
accounting was ensured by both of the officials of 
the Society , either by making a proper entry in the 
cash book or day book . 
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Smt. Nilima A. Panandikar , has revealed that 
shortage of various nature has occurred due to 
different employees carrying out the different duties 
in most irregular ways , without a proper layed down 
supervisory duties by the higher authorities. The 
cash book and day book was being written by 
different employees but there was no supervisory 
control of anybody to see that the cash book and 
day book is tallied everyday. Such a situation was 
developed due to cheques withdrawn by different 
employees as per direct personal instructions 
of Chairman and Secretary and not submitting 
the account on day to day basis .
